pase and a great improvement was noted since my last 
inspection. I found the building well kept and clean. The interior 
of the older portion requires repainting and decorating throughout. 
As it is some years since this was done, the paint has worn off in 
many places. I would suggest that the walls in the Girls' Playroom 
which is situated in the new addition, should be wainscoted to pro- 
tect the plaster. In a room used for this purpose, the walls are 
subject to hard knocks and unless wainscoted, it is a difficult 
matter to keep them clean for a height of four or five feet. The 
dining room has been extended and the extension should be wainscoted 
to make the appearance uniform. This work would not entail very 
much outlay. 


I noted that two chairs for the Teachers are required. 


An ice house, implement shed, store house and poultry 
house were built last year and require painting, as the work was 
done too late in the season to permit of this work being done. 


WATER SUPPLY 


The water supply is obtained from a well 126 ft. deep. 
This well has a capacity of about 25 barrels a day which is pumped 
into a 750 gallon pressure tank. Owing to the limited supply, it 
is necessary to pump almost continuously during about 16 hours of 
the day. This supply is not sufficient as it does not provide for 
any surplus in case of an emergency, such as fire, 


In forwarding the above report Commissioner Graham in his 
letter No.306-9 of May 10th, 1926, states as follows:- 


You will note that this school has an accommodation for 90 
pupils. The Inspector refers to certain interior decorating and 
re-painting. ‘This should be done. I also think that the wainscoting 
referred to should be attended to.

Dear Mr. Scotts — 


I have representations from the Woman's Missionary Society 
of the United Church of Canada to the effect that the interior of the 
Principal's Residence at the File Hills School needs decorating. The 
walls, I am told, are finished in white plaster, and have never been 
decorated during the two years since the residence has been built. 
The estimated cost of material is $100.00 and the labour about $50.00. 


A request is also made for the painting of the outbuildings. 
The material will cost about $150.00 and the labour $80.00. ‘These out- 
buildings were erected in the fall of 1925, and have not yet been paint- 
ed. The lumber is checking badly and the buildings are consequently de- 
teriorating. 


Application is also made for a grant for painting and decor- 
ating the interior of the main building. The paint and varnish in the 
interior of this main building needs renewal and has not been decorated 
for the past twelve years. Some work, we are told, has been done by the 
school authorities, but lack of funds prevents the decorating of the whole 
building. The estimated cost of material is $1,200.00, and labour $400.00. 


There is also a strong desire on the part of the management of 
this School that more land should be cleared. ‘The estimated cost to clear 
one hundred acres is $1,500.00. Approximately fifty acres have been clear- 
ed by the school authorities and are ready to be broken. This breaking will 
have to be done by using an engine. 


I trust the Department will see fit to make the necessary appro- 
priation to have this land cleared and ploughed.

There is no object in doing the interior work until 
the school is closed for the summer vacation, but the exterior 
work could be gone on with any time. The proper procedure 
would be to buy the paint from a wholesale paint house here 
in Regina. This paint cannot be bought locally to satisfact- 
ion, and I doubt whether it would not be well to put an expert 
painter on to do the job. Painters are scarce and we will 
have difficulty in finding one. This work, however, cannot 
be carried on by amataurs.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
2nd. instant, with regard to the matter of painting at the File 
Hills Indian Residential School, and reply to say that the 
Estimates for 1927-28 contain an amount of $500.00 for interior 
painting of the school proper, $100.00 for decorating interior 
of rrincipal's residence,and 3150.00 for re-decorating the 
interior of the detached classroom - a total of $750.00 for 
interior decorating. I think perhaps this amount will meet 
the requirements so far as the inside painting is concerned, and 
may provide a small amount for outside work, but not sufficient, 
by any means, to do all the outside painting that is necessary. 


The dormitories at this school will require kalsomin- 
ing, and the wainscoting almost throughout the whole building 
will have to be re-painted, also the inside window casings, 
baseboards, etc., in fact a general re-painting of the interior 
of the school is necessary. 


Several small outbuildings were put up at this 
institution a year ago, viz:- an ice house, storehouse, 
implement shed, garage, poultry house, and two granaries. These 
will all have to be painted. 


You will note in the Zstimates an item of °1000.00 
for unforeseen repairs. If this amount were available it 
would be quite sufficient, with what I have mentioned, to 
complete the painting at the File Hills School. Besides the 
painting there are some repairs to be done, viz:- reflooring

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FARM & GARDEN. 

There is 75 acres under cultivation; last 
year their crop included 25 acres of Barley, 35 acres of 
Oats, 8 acres of Potatoes and 15 acres of summerfallow, the 
balance being used for garden. The potatoes were 2 short 
crop last year and they will have to ‘uy about 150 bushels 
to mest their requirements. The garden provided ample 
vegetables for their use. ‘the total acreage set aside for 
this school is 413. ‘he portion not under cultivation is 
largely covered with scrub and is broken up with small hay 
Sloughs. It was planned to have this land cleared and 
brought under cultivation last year, but owing to certain 
conditions this could not be done. 

In conclusion, I would say that conditions 


at this school continue to be very satisfactory.

Water Supply (Cont'd) 
upon examining the pump in operation that it was only 
pumping a percentage of its cepacity. The pressure tank 
is, in my opinion, too small to provide a surplus of water 
for an emergency. An item of $1,000.00 was placed in last 
year's estimates to provide a supply of water for washing 
and flushing purposes. It is proposed to dig a seepage 
reservoir at the edge of the lake, which is a short distance 
in front of the school, and pipe the water to the school 
for this purpose. If this was done, it would be necessary 
to have a separate pressure tank and connections so that 
there would be no danger of getting this water mixed with 
that used from the well for drinking purposes. 
PUPILAGE. 

There are 89 pupils enrolled, 38 boys and 
51 girls, all of whom were in residence, with the exception 
of 2 girls who are in High School and 2 boys and 2 girls 
absent on account of sickness. ‘Whe children were well 
dressed, looked clean and well nourished. 

The staff at this school appear to be quite 
competent in their different departments. I noted some 
changes since my last visit. A new Farming Instructor hes 
been appointed and from what I hear, he is reputed to be 
the best they have had at this school. 

STOCK. 

Their stock includes 15 Holstein cows, 2 
bulls, 4 heifers, 7 calves, 9 head of horses and also 35 
head of poultry. ‘The cattle are a good type of Holstein. 
They had already 7 cows freshened this Spring. ‘he herd 
provides ample milk for the use of the children. 


Farm & Garden 
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the girls' playroom should be weinseotsd. I find now that 
the plaster has been knocked off in places end the walls 
scratched and soiled, and it is very necessary that 
wainscoting should be provided in a room used for this 
purpose. The metal ceilings in the new addition have not 
been painted. In the boys' playroom the wainscoting should 
be painted and 15 more feet of wainscoting should be placed 
on the inner wall. ‘he plaster on the walls in this room 
is in bad shape and the metal sheeting is rotted in places. 

With regard to the exterior painting required, 
it wae noted that the storm sash on the new part had not 
been painted and the old sash should be re-painted. The 
out-buildings requiring painting include - the pump house, 
store house, garage, ice house, implement shed, poultry 
house, 2 granaries and the engine house. ‘the class room, 
which is @ separate building, is in good shape, but 1 would 
recommend that wire sereen should be provided on the outside 
of the windows for protection. This class room adjoins the 
playground. 

PRINCIPAL'S RESIDENCE. 

The walls in the downstairs and upstairs 
halls are soiled and the plaster cracked in places. In the 
dining room, sitting room and kitchen the walls have not a 
good appearance owing to brush marks being left by the 
plasterers. Although this building has only been up two 
years, it requires re-decorating. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The water supply is obtained from a well 
120 ft. deep; its capacity is reported at about 25 gals. 
per day. ‘he water is pumped into a 750 gal. pressure 
tank. Owing to the limited supply, it is necessary to pump

I beg to submit the following report on the 
File Hills Kesidential School, which i visited on the 12th 
instant. 

I 6xamined the buildings carefully and 
noted their condition; they are practically in the same 
condition as 1 found them one year ago. ithe interior of 
the older portion requires re-painting and decorating 
throughout. it is some years since this work was done; 
the building was last kalsomined in 1924. ‘the walls in 
the boys' dormitories are dirty and there is some plaster 
repairing to be done. the wood work should also be painted; 
it was last painted in 1923 and the paint is rubbed off 
in places. ‘The new cupboards in the hospital wing bathroom 
have not been painted. ‘The hall walls to the dispensary 
and the walls in the dispensary room itself are soiled. 
About 40 ft. of wainscoting is required in the dining room 
extension. ‘The staff dining room requires kalsomining and 
painting. ‘the kitchen and pantry walls are badly sciled. 
#he walls in the bake reom are also soiled. i noted that 
the new balcony sersen base has not been painted inside 
and no awnings heave been provided for this balcony. some 
of the awnings on the o14 balconies are badly faded and 
torn. he steire lesding up to the girls' dormitory are 
badly worn and have only been provided with 7 metal treads;

I am enclosing herewith a repo 
inspection made at the File Hills Boarding School by Mr. 
Inspector Murison on the 12th. instant. 


The matter of repairs and painting has 
been dealt with in a separate letter. 


With regard to the water supply, it 
seems to me that something will have to be done. The 
proposal to dig a seepage reservoir at the edge of the lake 
and connect it up with the pressure system to be used for 
washing and flushing purposes might be followed. This 
would leave the limited supply of water in the well for 


drinking purposes. The cost of this would be about $1000.00, 
or perhaps a little more, and I should be glad to have your 
authority to proceed with the work. 


The pupilage at this school is good, 
although we could take in eleven more if they could be had. 
I understand from the Principal that he is going to start 
out on a recruiting trip shortly. 


Nothing has yet been done to clear land 
at the school. It is most difficult to get men who will 
undertake this sort of work. I am hoping, however, to get 
something done this year. The funds, I suppose will be 
available, as they were not used last year, and a re-vote 


was asked for.

The house referrei to is an 014 log house that 
was sheeted outside with siding and has a shingle roof. It 
has not been used for at least ten years, consequently it is 
in a bad state for repairs. The windows and doors would 
all have to be re-newed and it would also have to have new 
floors, the roof repaired, new stairs and somethin done to 
the walls as al” the plas ter has fallen off. I estimate 
that it would cost about 3350.00 to do the above rentioned 
work. 

There is at the Agency a small house that was 
built a fow year ago for the destitute Indians who needed 
extra care. It did not prove a success as the old people 
would not stay there, It is not a great distance from the 
School, less than a half a mil ut if this is sonsidered 
too far, it could easily be ved. It is in good shape, 
but there was only two ply of boards put on when it was 
busit. I think this building would be far more suitable for

In 
neither case is there any protection ageinst the 
entrance of flies, and the contents of the closets 
were one mass of flies, and in a most insanitary and 
dangerous condition. loonsidering the number of 
pupils using these closets it is impossible to prevent 
the entrance of flies) The location of the girls' 
outside closet is particularly bad inasmuch as it is 
only a few yards away from and above the lake in 
front of the school, and the pit is full and draining 
over the ground towards the water. With water and 
sewerage facilities available for the school building 
I would recommend that these outside closets be done 
away with and proper water carriage conveniences 
provided.

The Medical Superintendent stated that the outside 
closets were in a most unsanitery condition and that the 
location of the girls’ closet was particularly bad, inasmuch 
as it is only a few yards away from and above the jake in 
front of the school, and that the pit was full and draining 
over the ground towards the water. 


It is noted that you have instructed the Indian Agent 
to have these closets boarded at the bottom and heve the 
school authorities utilize chloride of lime. You should also 
instruct the Agent to have the school authorities thoroughly 
clean out these toilets and see that they are placed in as 
sanitary a condition as possible.

For your information I beg to say that I 
instructed Mr. Dodds to make a report on these closets, and 
his report is just what I expected it would be, as I could 
not understand Mr. Rhodes, who is an outstanding man, having 
anything unsanitary around the place, 


Mr. Dodds states that the girls' closets are 
situated about thirty yards from the lake, and that they were 
not draining over into the lake, and looked as though they 
never had been. He goes on to say that the closets are 
scrubbed every week, and chloride of lime is used. The 
boys! closete are situated north of the school, and the 
Agent states that they appear to him to be in ae sanitary 
a condition as it is possible for outside closets to be. 

He goes on to say that the girls' closets cannot be removed 
any further from the lake on account of the location of the 
Principal's house.

Mr. Rhodes, the Principal of #ile Hills School has 
drawn my attention to the low level of the lake from which 
they obtain the water for washing and flushing purposes. He 
has pointed out that the lake is now so shallow that it will, 
in all orohability freeze solid as soon as we get very cold 
weather. 


He suggested that I write to you and request the 
Department to drill another deep well. As you know the 
Department has already spent a great deal of money in trying 
to obtain a hetter supply of water from a deep well for the 
school and we were not successful. 


I suggested to Mr. Rhodes that it might he possible 
to keep the school supplied for the few months of cold weather, 
from the lake that is close to where Plag lives. {his is 
about a half a mile from the school hut he considered this 
idea impracticable as they would not haul the quantity of 
water the school requires that distance.

Following your instructions, we made a trip to the File 
Hill School, with a view of gathe ring information, so 48 
to report to you on water conditions, re the supply for 
the School. 


We went very carefully into all the details, with your 

Mr. Dodds and Mr. Rhodes. The supply at the present time 
4s mostly taken from tlhe lake, and we certainly were very 
much surprised to find that this lake had receded 
approximately ten feet, during the past year, thus leaving 
only about four feet of water at the deepest point. Dur- 
ing the cold winter months this lake will now freeze to 
the bottom, which means the water supply will be cut off. 


We then made a further investigation, and find that you 
have a well near the School which supplies 4 very limited 
amount of water, and could not take care of any reasonable 
portion of your daily supply. We therefore recommended 
to your Mr. Dodds, and Mr. Rhodes, that the only

Dear Mr. Scotti- 


The question of a water supply for 
the File Hille Residential School has been further 
investigated, and from what I can gather there is 
a great danger of all the lakes around File Hills 
freezing to the bottom this year. The lake near the 
school, where the water supply is obtained at the 
present time, will certainly freeze to the bottom. 
I suggested to the Department, failing the securing 
of a well, that the only alternative would be to haul 
water. The Principal of the school is very much 
opposed to this scheme, and I believe the Agent has 
come around to the feeling that it would be impracticable, 
especially in view of the fact that the lake from which 
it was proposed to haul the water will, in all likelihood, 
freeze to the bottom, and then there would be no other 
alternative but to close the school. 


Having had all phases of the situation 
placed before me, I decided to send Mr. Thom, of McPherson 
and Thom, Regina, who are agents for the Ontario Wind 
Engine & Pump Co., also well drillers, out to the File 
Hills Agency to investigate matters, and was surprised 
to receive from him a most excellent offer. I enclose 
herewith a copy of Mr. Thom's letter. There is a 
possibility, if they go down 460 ft., of securing 4 good 
supply of water. We have, in the past, never gone down 
anything like this depth, and we are only called upon to 
pay $275.00, part of the actual expenses, if water is 
not obtained, and $1,100.00 if we secure a supply of 
water amounting to 3,000 gals. every twenty-four hours, 
which, of course, if obtained, will be a great thing 
for this school. The present water supply arrangements 
at this school, at the best, are very unsatisfactory, 
and the water is not fit for domestic consumption; the 
only supply for this purpose is obtained from a

With reference to my letter of the 2lst of 
N mber, dealing with the question of water supply 
at the File Hills Indian Residential School, and your 
authority by telegram dated November 27th, to have 
Messrs. McPherson & Thom proceed with the work, I am 
pleased to inform you that we have at last struck a 
well which appeare to be capable of providing an 
adequate supply of water for this institution. The 
company drilled 324 ft. and the water has come 
within 60 ft. of the top, and from reports I have 
received it cannot be reduced with steady pumping. 
However, I am not issuing a voucher until the well is 
further tested. 


In the meantime, I wish to point out that 
this well is 100 ft. from the school, and it will be 
necessary to connect it with the system. In order to 
do this a trench will have to be dug, piped, and 4 
deep well electric pump supplied. I have received 
figures, and the cost will be approximately $580.00. 
Your authority to proceed with this work will be 
appreciated. fj

Dear Dr Scott;- 


I am in receipt of your circular letter of the 5th 
inst having reference to Fire protection in Indian Resid- 
ential Schools, and in reply wish to take up one or two 
oe" relative to this subject in connection with this 
School. 


In paragraph 5 definite instructions are laid down 
to the effect that a night watchman must be employed in 811 
3chools where the interior is of frame construction, this 
building having been erected in 1910 is of this type of 
construction, I presume that the Department intends the 
Church authorities or the Principal in charge of the School 
to assume responsibility for the appointing of such a night 
watchman; I bring up thie question because it is not always 
possible to pay extra salaries out of School funds, and 
sometimes the Church authorities are loath to assume this 
extra financial burden, more particularly in times like the 
present, in this connection also I would advise that it will 
be necessary to install a time clock in’ the School so that 
a check can be kept on the movements of the night watchman, 
for no matter how reliable a man may be there is always the 
possibility that he may be inclined to shirk duty, especially 
during the night hours when there is no one around to keep 
a check upon him, would the Department be disposed to supply 
and install this time clock?. 


In the matter of Fire prevention; I believe that our 
equipment is adequate to cope with smll outbreaks, regarding 
the Fire escapes;- the escapes at this School are of the Iron 
pipe type, leading from the Sleeping balconies to the Verandah 
numbering three in all, to clear the School it is necessary 
for the Pupils and Staff to parade in the sleeping balconies, 
drop to the verandah, proceed along the verandah for distances 
of 35 feet in each case to the steps leading to the ground, 

I have conferred with Mr Indian Agent Dodds re this matter and 
we are of the opinion that this is not a very safe proceedure 
as if the front of the building were to be on fire the escapes 
would be practically cut off preventing anyone from reaching 
the ground safely, I believe Mr Dodds is also writing the 
Department re this matter. 


I fully realize the huge responsibility resting upon 
the Principal's of the Residentdal Schools, and assure you 
that everything is done at this School to safeguard life and 
property consistent with the facilities at hand.

‘ith reference to your Gircular letter 1-1-5, 
dated the 5th instant, in conreetion with fire prevention 
in the Indian Schools. 


I visited File Hills School yesterday and went into 
everything in connection with fire prevention and fire escapes 
in accordance with your instructions. 


The fire escapes at File Hills School are the pole 
kind. That is an iron pole runs from the balcony which adjoins 
the dormitory to the verandah, down which the children slide. 
This is fairly efficient but there are several features that 
I thought it would be bet*er to bring to your attention. 


There are a number of young children in the sehool 
arouni seven and though they slide down the pole fairly well 
in practice they might let go of the pole and suffer a serious 
fall under excitement. 


The bottom of the pole comes on the verandah. If a 
fire occurred in the room close to the pole it is vossible that 
flames might come through the window and make it impossible 
to use the escane. 


There is a trap door on the balcony covering up the 
hole down whieh the children slide. This trap door opens 
upwards and it is conceivable that in a panic the children might 
cpowd on the door and make it impossible for anvone to onen it. 
I made enquiries regarding this and found it ‘used to open 
downwards but one of the staff in trying to open it fell through 
and was seriously injured. 


In case you consider the escape in use should be 
changed I would recommend those spiral escapes similar to those 
used in the public schools in the cities. I understand they 
are rather expensive and I am only sugzesting this in case you 
think a new system is necessary. 


There are chemical fire extinguishers and also a water 
system for use in a fire at this school. The staff have been 
told how to operate the fire extinguishers and how to operate 
the water system. The however do not have any actual practice 
with the water system. I would recommend that the water system 
be actually tried out about once a month so that we would be 
sure everything is in working order and that the staff ean do 
what they are supposed to do without delay. I would also like 
the Principal instructed to inform me when this practice is to 
take place so that I could be present and report on it. 


Bile Hills Sehool is of frame construction wi th a brick 
vineer. They have no night watchman. 
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They have a gardener at the school who can do very little 
at his job during the winter. I think he could do the night 
watohman's duties during winter and I think the school should 


be able to pay for a man during the summer months out of the 
government grant.

Regarding the Time clock;- I regret I cannot give 
you much information about this, I did however pay a 
visit to the Qu'Appelle Industrial School at Lebret who 
have a time clock which would be sutftable for our needs, 
they were not able to give me any idea of the cost of same 
but this could be obtained from the firm handling them, 
the name of the clock ig the "NANZ IMPERIAL WATCHMANS 
TIME DETECTOR" sold by Munderloh & Co,Ltd, 943 Victoria 
Square, Montreal, Que, the number of stations required 
for a time clock at this School will be 15. 


With reference to additional Fire escapes, I have 
discussed this with Mr Dodds and we are of the opinion 
that Stair escapes are too dangerous for Children, as well 
as being unsuitable for Indian Schools, providing as they 
do easy access for unlawful entry, the safer method would be 
to install spiral chutes of the same type as those used in 
Public Schools in the Cities, these are safe and at the 
game time can be secured against anyone desiring to enter 
the building through them for unlawful purposes, while in 
ease of Fire the doors are very easily opened from the inside. 


4 The Fire hoses were tested yesterday in the presence of 
Mr Dodds and were found to be operating satisfactorily, I 
would point out to the Department that constant use of the 
Fire hoses will shorten their life considerably, necessitating 
replacement at more frequent intervals.

I bez to advise that I visited File Hills Sehool on the 
29th February as Mr. Rhodes had informed they were going 
to have a fire drill and practice with the fire fighting 
system. 


The children were marched upstairs to the dormitory 
and three and a half minutes after the alarm was sounded the 
gchool nad been emptied. 


They then had a practice with the water system 
and every hose was tried out and found to be i: working 
order. I noticed however that the water when it first came 
out of the hoze was very much discoloured due no doubt to 
the corrosion of the pipes. This elesned out immediately 
and then the water came in a alear stong stream. I think 
it wise to have these practices regularly so that everyone 
will be thoroughly conversant with their duties in case of 
an actual fire. 


With reg:rd to your suezestion thet a steel stair 
escapes should be erected at the back. This would give 
an additional avenue of escane in case of fire and I think 
myself that it would be as well if one were provided. 
Mr. Rhodes however is not in favour of it as he is of the 
opinion that the pupils would use it for getting away from 
the dormitory and other undé@sirable purposes, at night. 
This is true but the same objection can be advanced with 
regard to any fire escape. 


To prevent the improper use of the fire escaves by the pupils 
is a problem which confronts every school principal but I 

ao not think it is a good way to solve this by limiting the 
means of escape or blocking the fire escapes.

Attached hereto please find report for this School for the 
fiscal year ending March 31st 1933. 


I would like to make a few observations in support 
of some statements made in the report;- The outside Toilets 
at this School were erected in 1922 at which time we had 
an attendance of 65 Pupils, these toilets are of the pit type 
and have been moved so many times that the ground has become 
polluted and we find it practically impossible to locate 
them on unpolluted ground, they are in a delapidated condition 
and very difficult to kepp sanitary, this condition was brought 
to the attention of Mr W.M.Graham, then Indian Commissioner, 
in August 1931, Mr Graham communicated with the Departmant 
regarding this matter and suggested that we could manage with 
the present toilets, this we have done to the present time but 
we have now come to the point when something must be done to 
bring our outside toilet facilities up to date, we now have 85 
pupils on the register or a 30% increase over the pupilage in 
1923, I would suggest that buildings be erected of the moveable 
box or Pail type, a rough estimate of the cost of these would 
be about $175.00 for material and labour. 


With reference to the Barn;= We have accomodation in the 
Cow barn for 16 Head of cattle,this number was sufficient to 
supply the requirements for 65 pupils, since the increase in 
pupilage however we find that more milk is required hence a 
larger herd must be maintained, we now have 32 head including 
Cows and calves and to accomodate this number we have utilized 
every inch of space in both the Cow barn and the Horse stable 
even to the harness rooms and feed stalls and then the cattle were 
considerably overcrowded, I feel that if the Department could 
provide us with an addition to the bern we could house the herd 
in the Winter very comfortably and get better results from them. 


I realise that finds are very scaree but I would greatly 
appreciate any consideration given to these suggestions.

The Department received a communication from the 
Principal of the File Hills Indian Residential School, re- 
garding the condition of the outside toilete which, he 
atates, are in a dilapidated condition and very difficult to 
keep sanitary. They are of the pit type and have been moved 
60 mony times that the ground has become polluted. He recom- 
mends that new toilets be erected, of the movable box or pail 
type, and gives a rough estimate of the cost, including 
material end labour, at approximately $175. The Principal 
has also requested that on addition be made to the barn, to 
provide accommodation for the number of cows on hand. 


For your information, I may say that there is an 
item of $1,000 provided in our Appropriation for the current 
fiscal year for this school. From this amount, the sum of 
$100 is being authorized for the purpose of buying the 
material required for a new roof for the root-house. If new 
toilets ere erected, at a cost of $175, it would leave only 
the sum of $725 for other repairs and improvements. I would 
request that you inform the Department definitely concerning 
the new toilets, giving perticulars as to size end type, the 
materials required and the approximate cost of any labour 
other than that which can be performed by the staff of the 
school. You should also give detailed information with refer- 
ence to the addition to the barn, stating dimensions, cost 
of materials and any labour necessary. It is doubtful if 
there will be sufficient funds to carry out this work. It 
may be that the Principal has other more pressing require- 
ments than the addition to the barn. Please discuss the 
matter with him and report regerding any requirements, giving 
full particulare es to materials, labour, and the cost in- 
volved. 


(i The Department will authorize Mr. Inspector Murison 
to incur an expenditure not exceeding the sum of $100 in the 
purchase of materials for the new roof on the root-house. It 
is understood that any labour will be performed by the staff 
of the school, without expense.

The present winter has been an unusuelly 
severe one, with the result that the frost penetrated the 
temporary roof and destroyed a quantity of their roots 
and vegetables. It has been necessary to put & stove in 
the root house and keep a fire on te save the vegetables 
left. The cost of the materials for a new roof was 
estimated at $98.19. It is hoped the Department will 
see their way clear to appropriste the necessary funds 
to purchase this matterial to that it ean be hauled out 
in readiness to commence work shortly sfter the spring 
opens up.

In reply to your letter 111-1-5, dated the 3rd_inst 
with regard to building repairs and improvements required by 
File Hills %esidential School. I have gone into this matter 
with the principal of the school, as directed. 


He requires a lean-to addition made to the barn for 
the yaagoge of housing his cattle for which he has not sufi icient 
room. Te wadding would be 45 feet Long,16 feet wide, 9 feet 
high at the low end and 12 feet high on the side nearest the barn. 
It would contain 6 double stalls, or enough room for 12 animals. 
It would be double boarded, the first being of shiplap and the 
other of siding.

Referring to vepartmental letter No. lll-1-5, 
dated the 15th ultimo, with reference to repairing the steam 
boiler used for heating purposes at the File Hills Indian 
Residential School, I beg to inform you that this work has 
been completed at a cost of $161.70 and a covering voucher 
will go forward in @ day or so. 


I may advise you however that when the 
Plumber was making these repairs he discovered that the 
return pipes between the boilers are badly eaten and are 
leaking. They are apt to go any time and if it should 
oceur during the winter, things will be in a mess. These 
pipes should be renewed at once. ‘the cost of the necessary 
extra heavy pipe, including nipples etc., would be about 
$122.00. Standard pipe, if used, would cost 107.00. I 
would recommend that the extra heavy pipe be installed, as 
I believe it would more than warrant the increase in cost. 


If this matter receives favorable consideration, 
I would be glad to have authority to proceed with the work.

$30.00 a month towards the salary of a night watchman at the 
File Hills Indian Residential School. 


As our appropriation for this purpose is limited 
and as we have recent. received ests for allowances 
towards night watchmen's salaries at several other Indian 
residential schools that had not previously received same, 
it has been found necessary to place all residential schools 
on the same basis and only allow a grant towards the night 
watchman's salary for a period not exceeding seven months. 
Consequently, the allowance for the services of the night 
watchman at the File Hills Indian Residential School 11 
ve discontinued from April 350th, 1955. 


Payment of this allowance will be resumed from 
October lst, 1935, and will be continued until April 30th, 
1936, a period of seven months, during which time the amount 
of $40.00 will be allowed. If the Principal so desires, you 
may forward a voucher at the end of each month for the period 
during which the allowance is made.

I have the honor to reply to your letter No. 
111-1-5 of the 15th,instant, regarding the rebuilding 
of the poultry house at the ile Hills I.R.School. 


: I beg to sag that I have taken this matter up 
with Mr, Rhodes, the Principal, and I quote part of his 
reply to me as follows:- 

"In this connection I would draw your attention to the 
Xstimates for 1935, in which appears an item for Painting 
the outbuildings amounting to $400.00. I would suggest that 
part of this sum be used to rebuild the Poultry Mouse and 
the remainder used to paint the Outbuildings as far as 
possible, my reason for this suggestion is that the Main 
building is looking very shabby indeed and isnot a very 
good advertisement either for the Department, the Agency or 
the School, the main building has not been painted since 
1929, 6 years ago, and I would stress the need for this 
work to be done this year without fail, the outbuildings 
with one or two exceptions could go for another year, the 
balance of $100.00 or a amount left er after the Poultry 
house has been erected Gould be used to paint the buildings 
requiring it the most". 

There is no question about the buildings requiring

I do not consider them in their present condition 
safe, as dry rot has set in along the sills. I asked Mr. 
Rhodes to get a carpenter to examine the balconies and pre- 
pare an estimate of the cost. I am today in receipt of this 
estimate which is as follows;- lumber and material $69.35, 
labour and hardware $65.00, 75 yards of 12 oz. canvas duck 
$27.00, making a total of $161.35. 


I may inform you that these balconies are 
used as sleeping balconies and the outer walls, in addition 
to screen net, are enclosed with canvas. This gives 4 free 
circulation of air. The canvas is badly torn and should be 
renewed. TI would recommend that, if possible, this expendi- 
ture be authorized.

of your letter I got in touch with Mr. Dodds, the Indian Agent, 
and the Principal of the school and later on we had & cone 
ference together regarding the work. 


1. Regarding the painting of the main and outside 
buildings we sre of the opinion that it would be advisable 
to employ a competent foreman-psinter and have the work done 
by day labour. We can employ some Indian labour, particularly 
on the outbuildings and I would be glad if the Depsrtment could 
authorize me at once to proceed with the work along these lines. 
—I may advise you that I received informétion that the price of 
paint was going to advance after the lst of July, so I took it 
upon myself to obtain competitive prices from firms on the 
approved list heresnd hsve purehesed the paint and had it for- 
| warded on to the school. I trust this will meet with your 
“gpproval. I obteined a very reasonable price on the paint. 


Be With reference to the repairs to the verandah and 
balconies of the main milding, I may say that this work is 
being proceeded with. We have engaged the services of & locel 
carpenter, Mr. Hastie who has done most of our carpentry work 
at the File Hills Agency for some years now. Fe is a very 
reliable man and we my find it edvisable to engage him to 
supervise the general repair work at the school, including the 
peinting. 


3. With reference to the 32 volt batteries for the

The crankcase, cylinder, connecting rod, piston 
with piston pin and rings and crankshaft were found to be 
damaged and will require replacing. Regina is the nearest 
place to have this work carried out. 


These repairs and replacements will cost approx- 
imately $250.00. 


The school meanwhile are running on an auxilliary 
lighting system but this plant is not adequate to take care 
of their reouirements.

I beg to submit attached letter from Mr. Dodds, Agent 
File Hills. 


In explanation I might say that Mr. Rhodes discussed 
this matter with me some time ago and I wrote Mr. Dodds for a 
report suggesting that if relief had to be given it might be under- 
taken as & relief measure. 


I have circulated all our agents asking that they require 
all able bodied Indians to whom rations or clothing are isgued to 
require that they either supply wood or do other work, which would 
be of value to the Department in return, as I am convinced we must 
impress upon them that they must work for what they receive. 


This work would cost $55.14 and freight for piping and 
Mr. Rhodes estimates $75 for digging trench. The digging could be 
gaken care of by flour and clothing. 


If the funds are available I would suggest the piping 
and $75 for trench be authorized with the understandi that i 

it cost more Mr. Rhodes would finance it, also any meals required 
for the Indians. 


In considering this the question of what effect this add- 
itional drain will have upon the present well must be considered, 
There is sufficient water for both purposes at present and no doubt 
should they have to hawl the water they will got it from the well, 
Should the well not furnish enough they will look for another 
source for the stocks. Would they do this should the connections be 
made or would they demand that the Department go to the expense of 
deepening the present well or boring 4 new one in order that the 
supply would be sufficient without haubing it, I am afraid of this.

I have circulated all our agents asking that they require 
all able bodied Indians to whom rations or clothing are issued to 
require that they either supply wood or do other work, which would 
be of value to the Department in return, as I am convinced we must 
impress upon them that they must work for what they receive. 


This work would cost $55.14 and freight for piping and 
Mr. Rhodes estimates $75 for digging trench. The digging could be 
Baken care of by flour and clothing. 


If the funds are available I would suggest the pipin 
and $75 for trench be authorized with the understanding that if 
it cost more Mr. Rhodes would finance it, also any meals required 
for the Indians. 


In considering this the question of what effect this add- 
itional drain will have upon the present well must be considered. 
There is sufficient water for both purposes at present and no doubt 
should they have to haul the water they will eet it from the well. 
Should the well not furnish enough they will look for another 
source for the stock. Would they do this should the connections be 
made or would they demand that the Department go to the expense of 
deepening the present well or boring 4 new one in order that the 
supply would be sufficient without haukimg it, I am afraid of this.

Dear Sir: 


I have discussed the matter of manual and vocational t®ain-—- 
ing with Mr. Dodds, Avent, File Hills, and Mr. Rhodes, Principal of 
the File Hills Indian Residential School. 


After discussing the matter, they advise thet they would re- 
quire for the purpose of carrying on this work, a building 18 x 32, 12ft. 
wall, with cement foundation and floor, and they estimate that it would 
cost about $650.00 for lumber, hardware, painting and labour, to erect 
the building. The building would be divided into two shops, one for 
carpentry, the other for implement repairs and paint shop, with a loft 
above for storage of working and finished materials, Some plain ordinary 
tools would be required, such as what the Indian would use on the Re- 
serve--hammers, rules, pliers, screwdrivers, etc., and while the school 
have about two complete sets of such tools on hand, Mr. Rhodes stated 
about another two sets would be required, costing around $50.00 for the 
two sets. 


Their idea would be to train the boys in carpentry, painting, 
implement repairs, gas engines, electrical engineering, and animal hus- 
bandry. No extra staff would be required. 


Mr. Dodds goes on to say that he presumes, if this work was 
sterted, the Department would supply e certain amount of working material 
which would be required, such as lumber, paint, paint brushes, hardware, 
etc., and thet once the work was in actual operation, matefial could 
mostly be supplied from the sale of the completed work, consisting of 
tables, benches, stools, chairs, cupboards, ete., which could easily be 
sold on the Reserve at cost or a little above it.

There is apparently a misunderstanding with regard to the 
payment of the labour. 


In your letter #111-1-5 of April 19th, you advised that 
there was only $500.00 provided for repairs and improvements at this 
school, but that in view of my recommendations, it had been decided 
to take $400.00 from a small unallotted item for the building of the 
vocational training building, making a total of $900.00. 


Our understanding of this was that the Department would 
pay the cost of the material and labour for the repairs and re- 
decorating of the school to an amount not in excesssof $500.00, and 
thet an additional amount of $400.00 would be granted for the con- 
struction of the vocational building, the school to pay all other 
costs and labour necessary for the erection of that building. 


Under my #306-11A of April 28th I forwarded a requisition 
covering the material required for the erection of the vocational 
building, amounting to $464.50, and advised that if the Department 
would pay $400.00 of this bill, the school would pay the balance of 
$64.50, purchase the necessery herdware, and pay for the labour and 
operating costs until the end of the present fiscal year. 


It was not my understanding, nor the understanding of the 
school authorities, that they would pay the labour costs of the re « 
pairs and improvements, and I am very sorry if anything in my letter 
gave you a different understanding.

I have the honor to reply to letter No.306-11la of 
the 12th,instant, regarding the batteries for the lighting 
plant of the File Hills Indian Residential School. 


Having talked the matter ever with Mr. Rhodes, I 
beg to advise that the plant at this school is a Delco 3 K.W. 
with a 72 ampre capacity(charging rate). The maximum loaé@ on 
this plant in winter time is 65 ampre. From past experience 
a light battery only lasts one year at this school whereas 
the Ironclad (heavy duty) batteries last from 2 to 2% years. 
For the past six years Ironclad batteries have been supplied 
this school, and before that two sets of a lighter battery 
were hooked-up together but this was found too costly. The 
school lighting plant operates 7 to 8 hours in the winter 
time and 4 hours in the summer daily. In Mr. Rhodes opinion 
if the Globelite people were to see his plant the guarantee 
would be voided immediately. 


A 15 plate battery is required, and I enclose 
herewith sheet from the Globelite Batteries Limited 
and have marked in blue pencil the battery to give 
service to-this school.

T have taken this matter up with Mr. Dodds and Mr, Rhodes, and am 
attaching copy of the letter received from Mr. Dodds. You will note that 
it is Mr. Rhodes' opinion that if the Globelite people were to see his 
plant, the guarantee would be void. 


On Wednesday of this week, Mir. Lazorke, of the Bngineering Depertment, 
Prince Albert National Park, called at my office on his way to the Qu'- 
Appelle Agency, having received instructions from his Department to visit 
that Agency and report on the electric light plant there. I took ad- 
vantage of Mr. Lazorka's visit to take him to File Hills and get his ad- 
vice. Mr. Lazorka is apparently of the same opinion as Mr. Rhodes--that 
the load is too heavy for the batteries supplied, and under those con- 
ditions the seven-year guerantee would be prectically valueless, 


Mr. Dodds attached to his letter a Globelite pamphlet showing the 
different types of batteries. The type considered by him and Mr. Rhodes 
to be the most suitable for the school is marked in blue pencil. I have 
shown this to Mr. Lazorka and he con*irms Mr. Dodds’ advice. 


With regard to the guarantee given by this company, I might point 
out that this guarantee is given with the understanding that the batteries 
are tre proper size and capacity for the duty they ere required to perform, 
In view of all the information I have been able to secure, I am satisfied 
that the batteries supplied do not meet those requirements and that the 
guevantee would be practically valueless. In view of this, and of the fact 
that we are building a workshop at this school, where additional light will 
be required, I would recommend that the batteries asked for, as marked on 


the attached pamphlet, be supplied.

COPY OF REPORT ON DEEP WELL AT THE FILE HILLS INDIAN RESID. 
SCHOOL. BALCARRES. SASK. 


Depth of Well when drilled. 325 feet. 1929. 
Height of water from base of Well. 240 feet. 
Size of Casing 5 inch. 


Size of Pump used up to Sept.1940. 2 inch Pipe with 1 - 
13/16th. Cylinder, Wood rod. Length of Pump 140 feet. 


In September 1940 the Pump pipe stripped at the first joint 
from the top permitting about 120 feet of Pipe to fall to the 
bottom of the well, a distance of approximately 180 feet and 
it is considered that the pipe falling this extreme distance 
has penetrated the mud and sand at the bottom of the well to 
a considerable distance probably splitting or buckling the 
pipe. I engaged the services of Mr. J. MeCashin of Lipton 

to assist us in pulling the pipe out of the well, Mr.MceCashin 
is an experienced well-driller, a taper tap was procured and 
the necessary pipe to connect with the pipe in the well. 
Several times they were able to get a good hold of the pipe 
but when pressure was applied in pulling the pipe the taper- 
tap would slip off. Pressure was applied by means of a clamp 
and two screw jacks. By this means they were enabled to exert 
an even pressure of considerable force, in spite of this we 
were forced to abandon the attempt tp pull the pipe. 


A smaller pump of 1 inch diameter with a 1 - 13/16th. 
cylinder was then installed being put down to a depth of 200 feet. 
This was satisfactory for a short time when it was found hecessary 
to increase the depth of the pump to 260 feet. This was necessary 
due to the fact that the old pump pipe had shut off part of the 
stream in the bottom of the well and the well would not give us 
sufficient quantity of water for our requirements. At this depth 
the well gave us just sufficient supply for the needs of the 
Pallte (N.B. we have not been able to supply the stock since last 
Fall). 


On Rebruary 27th, of this year it was noted that a 
high wind was prevailing and the water in the well became badly 
discoloured having a reddish colour. On February 28th, the 
amount of supply dwindled to such an extent that it was found 
necessary to pull the pump. On examination of the Cylinder it 
was found that the leathers had become badly worn. New leathers 
were installed and the pump replaced in the well. After operating 
for about 8 hours it was noted that the pump was not delivering 
water, and the pump was pulled again the following day when it 
was noted that the pipe from the cylinder for a distance of 
approximately 24 feet had become filled with sand. It was then 
decided to take off about 40 feet of pipe and re-install the 
pump. This was done on March 4th, to-date the pump has been 
operating satisfactorily, giving us a sufficient supply to take 
care of the requirements of the School (other than the stock tanks ) 
however, with the amount of sand which has come into the well it 
is not possible to state that the supply of water will be 
available for any indefinite period. If it were possible to 
remove the old pump pipe from the well and the well thoroughly 
Cleaned out I am of the opinion that the supply would beadequate - 
for our requirements.

One feature is noted, before the water became dis- 
coloured on February 27th, the water obtained from the well 
would be quite clear for a few hours, but would then become 
discoloured, having a red colour and would stain any utensil 
in which it was placed. Since the above date the water has 
been quite clear and does not discolour so readily on coming 
in contact with the air. 


I am of the opinion that a new stream or vein has 
broken through. This would account for the excessive 
quantity of sand in the bottom of the well and the resultant 
stoppage of the pump when it was installed on Maroh 3m.

In view of the facts contained in this report it 
will be necessary to attempt to remove the old Pump pipe 
in order to restore the well to its former efficiency. 

If this is found to be impossible it will be necessary to 
drill a new well as the well at the present time is not 
supplying a sufficient quantity of water to give us a 
reserve against emergencies.

I wish to bring to your attention that for 
some time the File Hills Indian Residential School, Balcarres, 
have been having some difficulty with the deep well from which 
the School obtains its water supply. 


I now have a report on this well, which speaks 
for itself, and you will note that Mr. Rhodes, the Principal, 
states that it will require either $250.00 to cleen out the well 
and pull the old pipe, or if that cannot be done, $1000.00 to 
put down a new well. Mr. Rhodes also states in his letter that 
July or August would be the proper time to have this work done. 


I would suggest that this be handed over to 
the Surveys and Engineering Branch with the request that some 
engineer who has had experience with matters of this kind be 
sent over to the School, as it is going to be a difficult prop- 
osition to pull the pipe, and I am sure will require a very strong 
derrick and equipment.

I wish to confirm the wire sent to the Department 
by Mr. Me Christianson, General Supt. of Indian Agencies, 
reporting the fire at the File Hills Indian Residential 
School. This fire, which was discovered at 7.45 P.M. 
April 8th, 1942, totally destroyed the two class romms 
and contents. 


The class rooms, situated 35 feet from the main 
building were of lumber structure, 100 feet by 28 feet, 
with full sized basement. One half of the basement was 
of cement structure, the other half stones 


This building was heated by a pipeless furnace. 
The chimney was of brick cconstrction built from the base- 
mente 


The class rooms were built at different periods. 
The actual date of the first structure is not available, 
the addition was built in 1924. 


The contents of the building comprised: 


90 Pupils Desks 
2 Teachers Desks, 
and the necessary text books, 
scribblers, maps etc. 


In conjunction with Corp. McCarro of the R.C.Me 
Police, Balearres Detachment, an investigation is under

Further to my wire of the 9th instant edvising 
you that the classrooms end contents at the File Hills Indian 
Residential School, Balcerres, had been destroyed by fire, I wish 
to inform you that Mr. Jones, the Agent, snd the Reverend Mr. Huston, 
are in my office this morning. 


Ye have decided upon the following. If the 
Branch will authorize $100.00 for the purpose of buying lumber, 
nails, etc. and hiring s carpenter, Mr. Jones has undertaken to 
build benches and tables to be placed in the two pleyrooms so that 
school can be carried on at the present time. Ye even may not 
require quite the $100.00 and Mr. Jones thinks he will be able to 
fix up the two playrooms so that they ere suiteble. 


Mr. Jones and bir. Huston brought in a list 
of school materials required but in discussing this with me we 
came to the conclusion that since there was some school meterial 
on hand we could manage for the present. As I pointed out to them, 
nothines should be ordered et present, only sufficient to carry on 
school until the end of the school term. This will give the Branch 
breathing space to decide what to do before school re-opens in the 
Fall. 


The Agent is teking the lists for the school 
material back to Balcerres and Mr. Huston is going up to the School 
on Tuesday.

Dear Sir: 


Regarding the burning of the classrooms at the 
File Hills Indian Residential School, which happened on the 8th 
instant, when Mr. Jones, the Indian Agent, was in the office here 
last week he was of the opinion that the fire had been started by 
faulty electric wiring. However, he now informs me that a few 
days after some of the children started to discuss the fire at 
different times and there were a lot of rumours floating around. 
Therefore Mr. Jones got in touch with Cpl. McCerro, of the R.C.M.Police, 
Balearres, who cerried out an investigation at the school, during which 
three boys admitted setting fire to the school. 


The boy who actually lit the match and started 
the fire is only 12 years old and is from the Carlton Agency, Mistawasis 
Reserve. Benny Pasqua and Jimmy Keepiness, aged 15, of the Qu'appelle 
Agency, helped the little fellow and more or less forced him to start 
the fire. 


Agent Jones was in the office today and we went 
to see Superintendent Darling, of the B.C.M. Police here in the city. 
While we were there he got in touch with Commissioner Ring, of the 
Bureau of Child Protection and it was decided to take the three boys 
into custody. Mr. Jones is to lay the charges tonight when he returns 
to Balearres. These boys will be brought in to Regina very likely 
tomorrow and placed in the Industriel School here until such time 
as their case comes up. 


Have you any instructions to give in the matter? 
You will receive this letter on Monday morning, as I am sending it 
by Air Mail, and if you write back immediately I should receive your 
reply on Tuesday. The Police Report will not be forwarded by

Further to my letter of even date regerding 
the fire at the File Hills School, the Indian Agent informs me 
that the staff there have all more or less become panic stricken 
since it was learnt that the boys started the fire. Mr. Jones also 
further informs me that although the three boys I mentioned in my 
letter have admitted their guilt I think that the bigger boys are 
all more or less implicated. 


Personally I think it was a mistake to leave 
Miss Pugh in charge. She may be a “fine old girl” but certainly 
not capable of handling a lot of big boys and girls. However, this 
is not the purpose of this letter. The Agent claims there are 
three boys there who are 16 years of age and they should be discharged 
immediately before they do something that they shouldn't, as there 

The boys are Arnold Pechawigjs from 

the Mistewasis Reserve, Wilfred Haywanhi from the Carry the Kettle 
Reserve, and Stanley Pasqua, of the Pasqua Reserve, Qu'Appelle Agency, 
and as the term has only approximately two months more to run I think 
probably it would be a good idea to act on Mr. Jones’ recommendation. 


Mr. Jones wishes to have the fireman, whose term 
at the school expires at the end of April, kept on for another month 
and I agreed to this. However, if you think otherwise let me know, 


In conclusion I am of the opinion the Branch 
should get after the United Church and insist on another Principal 
being appoihted. A man living at Round Lake cannot look after that 
school as well as someone living at File Hills. At present the male 
staff at the File Hills School are “weak sisters” and Mr. Jones feels 
that the boys fully intended to burn down the main building as well 
as the classrooms.

On the small boiler a general over- 
haul is recommended especially the replacing of the 
nipples next to the steam header. 


As @ rule there is very little deterioration 
in the cast iron sections of these boilers; but, the 
connecting wrought iron nipples ere subject to errosive 
action, and heve occasionally to be replaced. 


From our inspector's report I would judge 
this boiler is not fit for use until the repairs are made.

Our heating engineer Mr. P. Hill, of Fort Qu'Appelle 
has made an examination of the Gurney boiler at The File 
Hills Residential School and found that the boiler was in very 
poor condition, 


He found that the tubes were completely plugged with 
an alkali or an iron deposit that is almost impossible to remove. 
This would meke it necessary to renew 111 the tubes in the boiler 
and possibly retap the openings. The feasibility of this can only 
be ascertained after the boiler is dismantled. If this could be 
dong the cost would be upwards of $300.00. 


He recommends that it would be far better to install 
@ new boiler, a water softener, and a smaller jacket heater. ‘The 
cost of the boiler is not known at the present time, nor is that of 
a water softener. A suitable jacket heater could possibly be installed 
for about $75.00 to $100.00. This installation would eliminate the 
using of the lepger boilers during the warm period of the year when 
steam pressureis not necessary for heating purposes.

"Under separate cover I am sending in the portion

As requested by your letter of October Ist, I have 
made an inspection of the heating system at the above school. 
The information required is as follows:

Existing boilers: Two Gurney Cast Iron Section, listed 
as 25 and 17 Horse Power, Age uncertain = estimated 
30 years. The smaller boiler is a complete wreck and 
must be replaced, 


There is no high pressure boiler in the building. Water 
is heated for laundry purposes by steam from low 
pressure boilers.

Room in the boiler room is very limited and the season 
is very late to order a new boiler at this time. There 
is a Sefford C.I.S. boiler for sale at the Balcarres 
Hotel, Dominion Radiator Co, Number S=36-6, This boiler 
appears in good condition and is free from scale. This 
is slightly larger than the wrecked boiler, and would 
be very suitabled The price asked, I understand, is 
$125.00. A new boiler of this type would cost 
approximately $1000.00 and time of delivery very likely 
months Bhead,.

As the small boiler was badly filled with scale, it is 
to be considered that the other boiler will be in a similar

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a It will be noted that Mr. Mayhew's estimate ¢- 
the total installed cost is between $300 and $400, This corresponds 
approximately with an estimete of $450. for a rebuilt tractor boiler 
furnished our Engineering and Construction Office by Mr. Christianson 
after he had discussed the matter on September 11th with Mr, J. G. 
Bolton a Regina Heating Contractor. It is considered that the boiler 
upon which Mr. Mayhew's comments, is a more satisfactory replacement 
than the type of reconditioned equipment described by Mr. Christianson.

If Indian Affairs concur, we consider supervision 
of the work might be obtained from the Saskatchewan Department of 
Public Works upon the payment of a fee and travelling expenses, whith 
service, in addition to those already rendered, must be provided for 
in the cost of the undertaking. 


It is estimated that to purchase and install the 
boiler, and to provide for contingencies, as well as to cover services 


which have been and may yet be ineurred in connection with inspection 
and supervision, a total amount of $600.00 should be made available.

With reference to your memoranda of August 20th 
and October 7th, relative to the above, this matter was referred 
immediately on receipt of your first memorandum to our Engineering 
and Construction Service who at that time had the heating system at 
the Round Leke Indian Residential School under consideration. As it 
had not proved possible to arrange for an inspection at the Hound 
Lake School satisfactory from all points of view, the inspection at 
the File Hills School was left in abeyance as your memorandum of 
August 26th did not lead us to consider the situation at the latter 
school particularly urgent and we were not prepared to make a 
recommendation on information which Mr. Christianson was able to 
secure and which he furnished on September llth. 


In this connection there would seem to be some 
confusion as to dates in Mr, Christianson's letter of October 4th, of 
which you sent us @ copy. 


Also in this connection we would surgest that Indian 
Agents be advised, particularly in view both of our shortness of 
staff for all projects that have to be taken care of, the general 
labour situation and the almost invariable long delay before new 
equipment of any kind can be secured, that where they suspect any 
heating equipment not to be in good order that they ask for its 
inspection in April or May rather than in August. 


Our Engineering and Construction Service has been in 
communication with the Deputy Minister of Public Works for Saskatchewan 
asking his co-operation in obtaining a report on the existing 
installation at the File Hills School. A report has just been received 
prepared by “r. H. W. Mayhew, Chief Inspector of Steam Boilers for the 
Saskatchewan Department of Public Works, of which a copy is attached 
for your information, 

You will observe that the school is now being supplied 
with steam for heating and laundering, from two low pressure boilers 
of uncertain age, and that the smaller of these is described as a 
complete wreck, Mr. Mayhew further states that it is possible the 
larger boiler may have to be replaced in the near future, but in the 

\ absence of any criticism of this unit, it is assumed that satisfactory 
\service can be provided at least for the present by replacing the 
smaller boiler, 
In this connection ‘Mr, Mayhew has ascertained that a 
Sefford cast iron sectional boiler, #536-6, manufactured by the 
Dominion Radiator Company Ltd., in good condition and having a larger 
Capacity than the boiler it would replace is available at the Balcarres 
Hotel for a cost of $125.00, Mow this boiler tecame available is not 
stated, but dn checking by our Engineering and Construction Service! 
it. would appear to be a six-section unit, manufactured in 19350r 
1936, and, as reported by Mr. Mayhew, would cost approximately 
$100Q0300 if new. The boiler is capable of «ssuming approximately 
45% of the school load, whereas the boiler it replaces carries just

I wish to inform you that I was down at the File 
yesterday and while there Mr. Dobbin, the Principal, informed me he had been 
asked by the United Church to supply plans for two new classrooms and he was 
getting the cost of building because he understands that the Church is going 
to submit this to the Department. 


I had a little talk with him about this because I know just 
how matters are at the school at the present time, and here in a nutshell is 
what is going on there. As you know, the teaching has been carried on in the 
two playrooms and it is necessary every morning and night to move some of the 
furnishings in these rooms. Mr. Dobbin had two good teachers there but both 
have resigned and have no intention of coming back. Mr. Dobbin pointed out he 
does not know where he is going to get teachers and I quite realize that nobody 
who knew what the conditions for teaching are like there would accept a position 
of teacher there. I was there last Winter and I felt sorry for the two lady 
teachers who were teaching under such a terrible handicap. Personelly I think 
Mr. Dobbin is getting along fairly well and both he and his wife are very fine people. 
I think they have the confidence of the Indians because they have instilled kind- 
ness into the school amongst the children and military tactics have been done 
away with. Still at the same time I know Mr. Dobbin can be firm with the children. 
While conditions remain as they are at present the children cannot possibly get 
the education they should receive. For example under one of the playrooms an 
engine is continually running and you can understand that this is distracting to 
whatever teacher they might have. The teachers resigning this year is just a 
sample of what will happen in the future because, as I have already stated, no 
teacher will remain long so long as existing circumstances remain. I know there 
is a war on and our Branch find it hard to got money but I sincerely hope that 
when the United Church present their request it will receive every consideration.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 111-1-5 of the 
7th instant in connection with the request from the Principal of the File 
Hills Residential School. 


In reply I wish to state I was out at the school the day before 
yesterday and yesterday, and li. Simpson and I went into the matter of 
repairs, etc. with the Principal. 


I am attaching a requisition in duplicate for repairs amounting 
to $150.84. This is all required and some of the work to be done there can 
only be done by skilled labour. However, anything that can be handled by 
the staff will be performed by them and Mr. Dobbin stated he would have all 
of the work he could done by the staff, therefore $22.00 can be taken off this 
amount, leaving the total at $128.84, 


I am also enclosing a requisition in duplicate signed by 
Mr. Simpson for the material for the pig pen and this is required. We could 
make the building a little smaller if it is absolutely necessary but I think 
for future use at the school they require the building as outlined and this 
will cost $595.78. The price is from the North American Supply Company with 
head office in Winnipeg. I was down to see the manager of the Yards in Balcarres 
and he informed me the price he had quoted was the one he gave to everyone but 
the Purchasing Agent may be able to do better. 


The school also need a jacket heater which the hardwaré man in 
Balcarres quoted at $100.00. This is required to heat water. If you can get 
lower prices on the lumber the total cost might be brought down to the amount 
mentioned in your letter, namely $750.00 but in any event the things I have 
mentioned should be supplied because they are necessary and I am sure Mr. Dobbin 
will do his best to keep the amount within what will be allowed. 


I further explained to Mr. Dobbin.. 
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I further explained to Mr. Dobbin that the seeder would not be 
supplied, also the washer in the amount of $575.00. This was requested 
because the washer now in usé at the school is really too small but I told Mr. Dobbin 
he would have to try to get along as best he could for the present. 


I think he can do without the 8 spools of wire for fencing and the posts 
totalling $66.00 for the present time. Also, there has been lots of rain around 
File Hills at the present time and I do not believe the dug-out is absolutely 
necessary just now, However, as I have said before, I trust that the amounts which 
are necessary will be supplied.

They almost immodis tely proceeded with the reconstruétion 
of @ mew building of a very mich better type and at a moh higher cost than 
the old one. As these two echools sre close enough together to be known by 
all the people in the commnity there are som comparisons being mde which 
are not helpfule 

I am cure it will be the intention of the Departunt to

I have a letter from our Indian Agent at File Hills, i 
Mr. S.He Simpson, with respect to the water supply at the File Hills 
Indian Residential School. 


At one time there was a small lake near the school and 
the water was pumped therefrom for use but this year the water has 
dried up considerably and it is not deep enough for school purposes, and 
is now only used by the cattle. In fact it may become completely dry this 
Fall. The other source of water supply for the school is a well but it 
does not meet with the requirements. Mr. Dobbin is therefore requesting 
that a dug-out be constructed 165 ft. long; 60 ft. wide; and 12 ft. deep 
to cost $125.00. A suitable site is available near the school. 


I would recommend that this matter be given consideration 
and if money could be found available ss Z necessary to have a supply 
of water at the school. Arrangements é made to have this work completed 
early this Fall.

With reference to Departmental letter 111-1-5, Sept., 29th., 
pertaining to the new classroom building now under construction at 
the File Hills Residential School, I beg to report as follows;- 

The cement basement is completed, excepting half of the 
cement floor. 

All outside work of the building is completed, excepting the 
siding on one end and both sides, and painting of the walls and roof. 

Inside work; The first flooring has been laid. The walls are 
sheated and insulated, and the ceiling is half sheated, and insulated. 
The walls and ceiling have also to be plastered. 

The chimney is now under construction. 

Procuring of building materials has been the chief cause of 
of delay in this work. Procuring of labour has also been more or less 
a problem. 

Mr. Dobbin, Principal of the school has informed me that he 
was able to procure the balance of the siding required, and the 
flooring, yesterday, and expects to be able to procure the balance 
of the sheating for the ceiling, also that he does not anticipate 
any further delay in this work through being unable to procure 
the necessary building materials. 

Mr. Hasty, building contractor advised me that providing 
there was no holdup in procuring labour, or materials, he expected 
to have this work completed within the next month.

Regarding the boiler purchased from T- G. Bright (Western) Limited 
I wish to advise the Regina Cartage and Storage Company are storing it 
for a period of about two months. This was necessary 48 there is no storage 
available at File Hills. Mr. Simpson was communicated with by telephone and 
he advised that the boiler could not be installed at the present because to 
do so would interrupt the school work as the heat would have to be turned 
off. To install this boiler in the school a section of the cement wall will 
have to be knocked out. It is therefore considered adviseable to store the 
boiler here and when weather conditions are such that the boilers can be turned 
off in the school then when everything is ready the new boiler can be trucked 
to Balearres by the Maier Transport Company who have the equipment to place 
it in its permanent position. 


The Regina Cartage and Storage Company moved the boiler to their 
storage facilities and there will be a cost in connection with this work. 
We are endeavouring to obtain their invoice so that payment may be made out 
of this year's Appropriation. I am given to understand that their storage 
charges will be $2.00 a month. There will also be a charge for pulling 
down the stack and this work was done by the Maier Yransport Company. We 
will endeavour to obtain their invoices and forward same to your office 
for payment out of this year's Appropriation.

With reference to Department telegram from 
Mr. Phelan of even date asking for a descciption of the new class 
room building, File Hills Residential School, I veg to enclose 
herewith the following plans under which this building was constructed. 


1. Blue print of basement plan.

Also enclosed is a rough sketch showing the main 
floor divided into two room’. Thewe is a beaver board partition 7! 8" 
high by 24° long, divided inté three panels 8! wide which can be 
removed, thereby making the two classrooms into one. This beaver board 
panel is not sound proof. 

The basement walls are constructed of cement and 
gravel in accordance with the attached plan. Two fuel bins have been 
constructed on the west side of the basement against the walls thereéf, 
by constructing one end wall 6" thick by 8* 6" high by 14” long, and 

@ side wall 6" thick by 8* 6" high by 24' long, divided in two by an 
" soot wall. A standard door way leads from the basement floor into 
eas Ne 

The classroom floor is constructed of 1 layer of 
shiplap,l ply of building paper and one layer of edge grain flooring. 
The outsidefwalls have one layer of shiplap and 2 ply of building paper 
covered with cedar lap siding . The inside of walls have one layer 
ohipiap, covered with wall board ané phaster finish. The walls and 
ceilings are insulated with shavings. The roof is constructed of one 
layer of shiplap, one ply tar paper and cedar shingles. 

This building has electric lights installed and is 
heated by a hot air coal furnace. 

The following work has yet to be completed. 

Two thirds of Waisement cement floor to be constructed, 
one quarter of the roof on the east side, four walls and both gable 
te 7 be painéed outside. Materials for this work are on hand at the 
sehool.e

Would you kindly draw the attention of the Department to the 
following urgent matters pertaining to our School, with a view to 
having action taken in regard to them. 


For a considerable number of years past, the water for laundry 
and other purposes has been heated in a tank placed in a horizontal 
position above and to one side of the boilers. Inside this tank is a 
co; per coil through live steam from the boiler is forced, thus heating 
the water in the tenk. This was quite satisfactory in winter, but 
during the sumaer months it was necessary to keep a fire in one of 
the bodlers continually in order to have sufficient hot water available. 
More fuel was consumed than necessary, end the building was kept too 
warm. At the present time the tank is leaking in severel places and 
will have to ba replaced very soon. We would suggest thet it be replaced 
with a jacket heater of sufficient capacity for our needs. ‘e believe 
that it would be more economical and efficient than the present 
arrangement. 


the other metter for consideration is the painting of the new 
classroom building. the funds provided by the Department for its 
construction were not sufficient to cover exterior painting, and 
in order to prevent deterioration of the siding this should be done 
at once. the dimensions of the building are 40'x: 68' with a 12' side 
wall.

When visiting at the File Hills Residential School last week 
my attention was directed to the condition of the tank used for heating 
the water for washing purposes. ‘This tank was leaking in two places 
and temporarily patched. I expect that at a very early date it will go 
to pieces entirely. I asked Mr. Dobbin, the Principal, to write me regard- 
ing this and I am enclosing his letter. 


You will note that he requests a jacket heater instead of replacing 
the hot water tank. It is very uneconomical to make a large fire in one 
of the boilers in order to heat water for washing purposes in the summer, and 
that is what is required with the present arrangement. The wisdom in substitut- 
ing a jacket heater is obvious. 


Mention is made in Mr. Dobbin's letter of the need for painting the 
new classroom building. I understand that the funds allowed for the erection 
of the building did not allow sufficient for painting. In Mr. Dobbin'ts letter 
he does not mention the cost of this but he informed me in conversation that 
he had received an estimate of $75.00 for material and labour for a two-coat 
job. I doubt that this is sufficient and I find that most of the estimates 
given Mr. Dobbin by local experts have been far too low. I instructed Mr. Dobbin 
to make provision in his next Estimates for these two matters but I am bringing 
them to your attention now because I am afraid that at any time a replacement 
of the water heating plant will be urgently needed. 


Mr. Dobbin showed me some accounts which he had just received for 
a rather large expenditure in connection with repairs to the water works and 
sewage at the school, and showed me where the repairs had been made. Wo 
authority for the expenditure had been received from the Department and I 
believe no request was made for authority by the school but the work was done 
when urgently needed. 


I explained to Mr. Dobbin the need for anticipating repair expenditure. 
For instance it is very obvious that in view of the fact that many of the pipes 


are now so badly corroded that...... 
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are now so badly corroded that they are nearly completely filled, and 

others are so badly rusted thet they are starting to leak, a rather large 
expenditure in this connection will be necessary very soon, and I instructed 
him to place all these matters in the next Estimates, after having had 
quotations giving an estimate of the probable cost. From my own observations 
I feel that a great deal of trouble is coming at a not far distant date in 
connection with the sewage system at this school and it may be necessary to do 
considerable replacement of pipes.

DEPARTMENTAL PURCHASING AGENT. 


I attach account amounting to $183.64, 
covering the cost of emergency purchases and repairs 
at the File Hills Indian Residential School. The 
Principal supplies the following information with 
reference to these expenditures:- 


"Each of the above are for emergency material 
or labour for repairs to the sewage disposal and water 
system at the school. 


"Invoice No. 1 - This expenditure was incurred 
after the drain from the kitchen sink refused to funct- 
ion. Every effort was made to clear the drain, without 
any success, and it was decided to abandon the old 
drain, which ran underneath the cement floor, and in- 
stall another above the floor. It was necessary to 


do this at once. 


"Invoice No. 2 + This expenditure was for replace- 
ment and installation of a new pressure tank for drink- 
ing water, the old one having sprung a leak in a number 
of places through rusting. The walls and bottom of the 
tank had become so thin that it was useless to try to 
repair it. A new one had to be purchased at once, in 
order to provide drinking water for the pupils. 


"Invoice No. 3 + This was for the purchase of a 
new rotary pump. The main sewer which leads to the 
disposal tank became clogged, resisting all efforts 
to dislodge the obstruction. The trouble occurred 
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between the second and third manholes and caused the 
sewage to back up into the basement of the school. 

The only | pape nes way to relieve this condition was 

to pump the sewage from the second manhole and convey 
it ugh a pipe above ground and allow it to emp 

into the third manhole. This necessitated the purchase 
of a new +p Be like the previous situation, had to 
be remedied ediately."

Mr. Dobbin was not able to purchase the type of fur- 
nace he had hoped to get. Because of wartime restrictions, he 
had to purchase what he could get. That made it more expensive.

With reference to your letter #506-11A enclosing the original and 
duplicate copy of unnumbered voucher for $262.41 in favour of J.E. Chaplin 
pertaining to the installation of a boiler and jacket heater at the File 
Hills Indian Residential School. 


Mr. Chaplin advises that the reason the cost in installing the boiler 
appears to be high is due to having to dismantle and remove the old boiler, 
breaking up and removing the cement foundation thereunder, and constructing a 
new cement foundation for the new boiler which had to be replastered and 
insulated, as the old plaster and insulation had been broken off, probably in 
transit from Regina by truck. This work had to be done in addition to connect- 
ing the new boiler to the pipe system already installed. He claims that the 
hours employed in installing the heater and connecting the tank are normal. 


Further detail has been given on the two receipts, amounting to 
$54.00 and $15.00 respectively. Mr. Dobbin, Principal of the School, has certified 
as to the receipt of goods, and labour listed on the invoices submitted by 
Mr. Chaplin. 

The voucher made out by this office is not numbered as it is not 
entered in our office voucher record, due to authority of the purchase of the 
new boiler and jacket heater, and the labour in connection being arranged by 
Ottawa through your office, which would want to voucher and record the accounts 
pertaining thereto.

A letter was forwarded to the Department from this office on 
January 12th, 1945, file No. 306-4A, enclosing a report of an electrical 
inspection by provincial authorities of the electric wiring at the File 
Hills Indian Residential School and the File Hills Agency. 


I have not a copy of this inspection report but apparently a 
considerable quantity of equipment was condemned. 


There has been some correspondence between this office and the Depart- 
ment in connection with the whole question of the lighting plant at the File 
Hills Residential School and the File Hills Agency but nothing has been done. 


The Provincial Goverment authorities are now requesting a report 
on the progress in connection with the bringing of the electrical installations 
at that point up to standard. 


If no action is to be taken in connection with a complete change of 
the lighting plant at the File Hills Agency at the present time would it be in 
order to make an effort to secure the necessary wire and insulators to meet the 
requirements of the provincial authorities at an early date?

With reference to Department letter of June 28th, 1944, 
Noe lll-1-5, advising that a requisition was being forwarded to the Departmental 
Purchasing Agent for material for a pig pen at the File Hills Indian Residential 
School, amounting to $473.85, the Principal of the School is now asking for 
authority to submit a voucher in connection with the cost of the labour in 
constructing this building, no authority for the labour having been given him 
at the time, 


The Principal, Mr. Dobbin, states that the cost of the labour 
was $233.25 and because of lack of funds he has been unable to pay the whole 
of this and still owes $178.50 thereon. He states further that when he received 
authority for the expenditure of $7,000.00 last year for the construction of the 
new classroom building he had to use $538.94 of the funds of the school, being 
the difference between the amount allowed and the total cost. 


In view of the heavy expenditure from school funds in order to 
complete these buildings Mr. Dobbin is now asking for authority to submit a voucher 
for $178.50 to pay the amount still owing in connection with the labour of construct- 
ing the pig pen. I would be glad to have authority granted for this and would 
ask that Mr. Simpson, the Indian Agent, be so advised at an early date.

I received no further instructions from the Department with 
regard to the school dugout and Mi.

to my attention. 


The dug-out at the school is badly needed and it's cost was 
considerably reduced by the fact that the machinery was close to the school 
making the Indian Agency dugout. I would therefore recommend that the 
voucher be paid.

Regarding the third paragraph of your letter the building is 
very high and we would have to purchase special equipment for the painting. 


hile I am certainly in favour of having the larger boys perform 
duties which would man something to them in their training I do not know that 
I would recommend work of this kind. ‘The scaffolding will be high and even if 
it is well constructed it would not be constructed entirely safe against the 
possibility of the boys doing some thoughtless act which might result in a serious 
fall or injury in some other manner. There is so much criticiam by the Indians 
whenever their boys are asked to perform useful work about the school that I 
think it is wise to confine their work to work which is at least quite safe. 


We have always avoided having the Indian boys perform any work 
which might be dangerous and I would recommend that this policy be continued at 
least during the period in the immediate future ani while the question of the 
management of Indian residential schoole is being considered by the Parliamentary 
Committee. 


I would be in fevour of having the boys perform some of the labour 
of painting where they can stand on the ground or not very high on scaffolding 
but there are many buildings at the File Hills Residential School which are quite 
high, requiring a considerable amount of scaffolding.

Unfortunately the delay resulting will mean that unless authority is 
granted to proceed at once with the painting, and the paint supplied at the 
higher rate by Mr. Chaplin, it will probably be too late to cet the work done this 
fall or to get it in the current year's Estimated, I would therefore recommend 
that Indian Agent Simpson be advised by wire ds to the dqeision of the Department

Dear Mr.Simpson; 


You will recall that about a year and a half ago a jacket heater 
and tank was installed in the furnace room of the school. This was to 
replace an overhead horizontal tank which was leaking badly from a 
number of holes eaten out by mst all along the bottom of the tank. 
After consultation with a plumber who made an eamination of the tank 
it was decided that it was unfit for further use and that a Jacket 
heater would serve our purpose better than the overhead tamk which was 
heated from the furnace and necessitated the keeping on of fires during 
warm weather, thus keeping the building too warm at this time. 

Toward the end of the first year of use it was noticed that the 
tank heater was ipsing its efficieney ana since early last fall it has 
become increasing difficult to heat sufficient water for the laundry, 
kitchen and washrooms. For some months it has been necessary to keep all 
drafts open continually in order to heat the quantity of water required. 
This condition results in the consumption of approximately a ton cf coal 
per week, and with the coal shortage what it is at present it means that 
simething must be done immediatsaly. 

The solution of the problem as I see it is to remove the old over- 
head tank and replace it with a new one of the same capacity and comect 
it up to the furnace as before. During spring, summer and fall when the 
furnace is not being used, water could then be heated by a jacket heater. 
Before doing this however, it would be necessary to remove the accumul- 
ated encrustation of scale on the inside of the jacket and pipes, if this 
fis possible. Otherwise it would be necessary to procure a new jacket. 

This matter is very urgent and I would greatly appreciate your 
} + -gaaee it to the attention of the Department at the eakliest possible

SUBJECT 


Following instructions contained in your letter dated August 18th 
the File Hills Indian Residential School at Balcarres was visited on September 
2nd, and the Indian Agent, Mr. Simpson; the Principal, Mr.I,.McLean; and the 
Kitchen Matron were contacted. 

It was discovered during the visit that the only compleints about the 
water were expressed by the kitchen matron. It was her contention that the 
water had a disagreeable taste, which made it wnfit for drinking, and excessive 
hardness, which made laimdering and washing difficult. 


The water did have a definite taste which was probably due to a 
high mineral content and the presence of iron compounds. However, to the 
writer this taste did not appear to make the water unpalatable. 


Two or three commercial chemicals have been tried in an effort to 
soften the water on a small scale for washing and laundering. In the opinion 
of the kitchen matron these have not been satisfactory as they are very hard on 
the hands. 

I explained to her that it would be difficult and relatively expensive 
to remove the taste and the hardness from all of the water, As a substitute 
I recommended that she try the different commercial products on the market that 
are sold as softeners so that she could discover the one most suitable for her 
needs. In this connection I promised to forward a list of the commercial products 
that are known to me. 


During the visit the water system was examined and a number of water 
s were collected. The appears to be little chance of this water being 
contaminated, but if the bacteriological reports are wfavoureble the school 
will be revisited and an effort will be made to locvte the source of the 
contemination,

Re: Fire Escapes-File Hills Residential School 


Attached hereto is a copy of a letter from Messrs. Westeel 
Proiucts Ltd. Revina, dated Nov. 17th, which is self-explanatory. 


It will be noted that this firm are askinz the sum of $128.00 
plus board and meals for workmen, while installing each fire 
escape. Evidently this amount includes transportation to and from 
File Hills School by truck at the going rate of 15¢ per mile. 
Undoubtedly it would also include pay for time travelling. 


It is felt that this work could ve done at much less cost by 
employing skilled workmen from Balcarres or Fort Qu'Appelle. 


In order to install the fire escapes part of the brick walls 
in the dormitories of the boys and girls will Have to be cut out. 
While this and the work of installing the fire escapes is being 
done, the rooms will be exposed to the winter weather. The water 
works in these rooms will also be esposed. It is therefore considered 
that this work should not be undertaken until sprinc. 


This type of fire escape is costly. However there is no other 
type that coule be considered safe or suitable in this particular case. 


In the event that it is decided to install Tubular Fire 
escapes, and funds can be made available for the purchase thereof 
during the current fiscal year I am attachine hereto Form 37a in 
triplicate in this connection.

I discussed the matter 
with the Principal and with Mr. Simpson about two months ago, when 
I visited the school, and asked Mr. Simpson to make enquiries as to 
a suitable type of fire escape and the cost thereof. The enclosed 
tender and requisition is the result of Mr. Simpson's efforts in 
that direction. 


Mr. Simpson's remarks about the difficulty in installing the 
new fire escapes in the winter will be noted: I naw feel inclined 
to recommend that installation of the fire escapes be delayed 
until Spring, in view of the cost and the difficulty of installation 
at this tim. 


I discussed with the Principal the need for a very careful and 
thorough fire drill and he has taken the necessary steps to train the 
children and the staff towards a speedy exit,with the present 
escapes, until better escapes can be provided.

Much of the additional equipment, particulerly that which is power driven, 
@annot be opernted with the present electric power, and, I believe, should not be 
purchased until the svhool can be served from the power line which, it is hoped, 


mey be possible within the next year or two. As wo have been hoping for this service, 


I have not recommended thet eny large expenditure be made for a new power plant 
at the school. 


Regarding the food supplies, Mr. MeLean, the Principal, is purchesin: 
Gnrefully and endeavourin- to provide a balanced diet for the children. This has 
been the subject of two discussions with , Molean, and he is certainly making 
an honest effort to cerry out the wishes of the Department and, as near as possible, 
provide the needs of the children in that direction. 


Regardin; over~crowdins of the school and insufficient dormitory and 
recreation space, there are actually more children in the school and a larcer 
staff than the size of the school warrants, However, I think it would be a mistake 
to consider building an addition to the school, Any addition to the present 
building at this time would be a waste of money. We would still have e danxerous 
building from the point of view of its fire hazard, further additions resulting in 
more corridors and more danger in evacuating the children in case of fire, If it 
is decided that a residential school is to continue to operate to accomodate the 
children of the File Hillis Agency, & new buildin: should be erected near the power 
line at a site where there is & good permanent supply of suitable water, and the 
buildin: should be as near fire-proof as possible, with proper facilities for 
evacuation of the children, 


In the last paracreph of Mr. Simpson's report he makes a recommendation 
thet a Department engineer examine the building for advice before any considerable 
expenditure is made in the wey of plumbing, interior Painting, ete. I concur with 
this recommendation. It should be remembered that the water supply, sewage 
facilities, and power facilities are all very inadequate, and thet the building is 
dangerous from the point of view of fire. 


In less than « year two residential school buildings in this province have 
burned, Both were fire traps and in both cases we were fortunate that there 
was no loss of life. This was because every possible precaution head been taken for 
evacuation of the children. The File Hills School, the Round Lake Sehool, and the 
St. Alban's school are all dangerous in this respect, and those responsible for 
their operation have to be continually on the alert dey and night to avoid « great 
disaster. aa

With reference to Department letter of the 14th November last, 
1ll-1-5 (W. T. 1) and conversations when I was in Ottawa recently, 
I am enclosing herewith File Hills Indian Agency voucher in favor of 
Mr. J.E. Chaplin, Balearres, for amount of $588.57, which covers 
paint and oil delivered to the File Hills Indian Residential School 
for painting of the buildings at the school, according to Mr. Chaplin's 
contract, a copy of which is also enclosed. 


Mr. Chaplin's agreement was to supply the paint and oil for 
the main school building, the hog house, ice house, implement shed, 
3 granaries, hen house and brooder house, and to perform the labour 
necessary for the painting of the main school building. As we contem- 
plate having the other buildings painted by boys of the school, under supervision, 
in the coming summer, we are not considering Mr. Chaplin's quotation on that 
part of the labour. 


After the paint was delivered it was found impossible to have 
the labour performed on the main building under Mr. Chaplin's contract, 
because the weather became too severe and he had difficulty in getting the 
services of men to perform the work, This cannot be completed before the 
end of the current fiscal year. 


All paint and oil having been delivered at the schpol in 
preparation for painting this year, Mr. Chaplin assures Indian Agent, 
Mr. S. H. Simpson, that he will carry out his part of the agreement to 
perform the labour in connection with the painting of the main school 
building at the price quoted, $256.00 for labour. 


As I doubt that the enclosed voucher can be submitted to Treasury 
and paid in its present form, I am also enclosing a substitute voucher, 
shown as interim payment on an uncompleted contract, totaling the same amount 
and leaving a balance of $256.00 to be paid to Mr. Chaplin when his contract 
is completed by performing the labour of the painting of the main school 
building. 


I trust that payment can now be made of the amount of $588.57 to 
Mr. Ghaplin from the 1946-47 appropriation by using either one of the 
two vouchers enclosed. If, and when, this is accomplished please advise 
Mr. Simpson in order that he may destroy his copy of the voucher which 
is not used.

would not be surprised if the ficure given above would be more then doubled. 


With this in mind, and a considerable doubt in my mind that a 
residential school is a necessity at the present site of the File Hills School, 
I have hesitated about meking any definite recommendation pendins the recommendation 
of the Joint Committee and the decision of Parliament on the matter of continuing 
the Operation of a residential school to serve reserves such as the File Hills reserves, 
where conditions Suggest Gay schools to me, 


There is a two-classroom school on the site of the File ills Indian 
Residential School which could be used as a day school by providing transportation 
for the children, perhaps at an average distance of six miles. The cost of renewing 
the plumbing and seware at the File Hills Indian Residential School would pay for a 
lot of transportation of 4ndian pupils to a day school, Certainly the present 
location of this classroom building is not ideal to be Operated as a day school to 
serve the children of that area, but, by providins transportation, 1t could serve 
for a few years until the cost of building two or three other day schools in proper 
locations would be a ereat deal less, 


Many of the homes of that area from which children are sent to the 
File Hills Indien Residential School are -oo4 Indian homes whose parents should be 
expected to do something toward their educetion, with the assistance they now receive 
from Family Allowances, 1 believe also that many of the parents would be very pleased 
to do so, 


I believe this matter should receive serious consideration by our 
Branch as to policy, and, if it is decided to continue operatin: the File Hille Indian 
Residential Sehool, an engineer should be sent there to thoroushly examine the situation 
before anythin: is done about the enclosed estimate. Certainly a very important factor 
in carrying out this work has not been estimated upon at #1], This is with regard to 
the @ewage disposal plant. Consequently our own encineer should be asked to do sone 
ficuring on that part of the work before a decision is made.

I am in receipt of Department letter of the 24th instant, 
File No. 111-1-5 (4), in connection with the File Hills Indian Xesidential 
School and the matter of substitution of a day school for the residential 
school. 


With regard to that part of the Department letter which refers 
to transportation and roads, I have to say that it is my opinion that horse 
drawn vehicles should be used. Is will probably be many years before the roads 
in that area are suitable for year round use of motor transport. With school 
commencing the lst of September, and the roads usually closing for motor transport 
any time after the middle of October, not re-opening again until the month of 
May, the investment cost of motor transport to serve our purpose would be 
prohibitive, 


It is my opinion that there should be two Indians hired with 
driving teams and that each be supplied with a wheel vehicle and a bob sleigh, 
with a suitable covered cabin which could be used on either the wheels or 
the bob sleigh. This cabin should be provided with a wood heater for cold 
weather. The cost of operation of the two outfits should not exceed $3,000.00 
@ year, and two dependable Indians would be glad to have the employment,

Re. Repairs and Alterations at File Hills School 


In the absence of Dr. Dorey I am taking the liberty of presenting 
some matters which were draw to my attention during my recent visit in 
Saskatchewan. 


A year ago we appointed Mr. Lachlan McLean as Principal of the 
File Hille Indien Residential School. Mr. McLean's first year of work cam 
be very highly commended but in order that he may successfully carry on 
there are very necessary improvements which need to be given attention. 
These matters have been discussed with the Indian Agemt and have, no 
doubt, come to you from your Saskatchewan representative, but I should 
like to assure you that if we are going to maintain the high stendard of work 
which has been previously done there is great need for these expenditures: 


1) A complete new water system. When I visited the school two 
years ago I urged our Principal at that time to have new bathroom 


equipment instelled, new floors in the rooms used, and all the 
pipes replaced. 
‘There was also a need for wash rooms in the basement or on the 
« first floor in order that the children might not have to return 
to the dormitories to wash up for meals; 


2) The Play-Rooms - are very badly in need of new floors amd 
the battleship linoleum cévering the halls is worn through and 

needs replacing immediately; 

3) ae aint of Basement rooms - If you have ever been in 
this school you will recall that the cook walks approximately 
75 feet fromt the kitchen to the supply room for her groceries, 
therefore, the re-arrangement of the basement rooms and the 


provision of more space for play-roome is urgently needed 


~ 4) Anew lighting system - should be installed, and while I was at 
the school an engineer arrived to make some arrangements about the 


(5) water system which again you may remember is pumped from a slough 
but a new dug-out is necessary in order that sufficient pressure 
may be obtained; 
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5) Re, Felons - Looking at the fine condition of the 
buildings at the Agency and then the drab appearance of 
our school buildings we were agreed that a general paint 
job is also necessary and desirable. 


Considering the emount of work involved, $12,000.00 does not 
seem a large sum for these expenditures and I can assure you that 
— Mr. McLean will use every dollar to advantage. 


Re. Agency Houses 


, With the difficulty in securing staff it has now become apparent 
dla, Cees“, we mast employ married men and with only one residence for assistants 
4a Aptis it is sometimes difficult to make suitable living accommodation for the 
= type of staff which may be secured. Since the Agency will now have two 
vacant houses Mr. McLean is very anxious that this house may be moved 
gufficiently close to the school to be used for the employees. When 
this matter comes to your attention may I assure you that there is a 
definite need for the establishment of these buildings as employee houses. 


I had a most satisfactory visit in Fule Hills where I found the 
children extremely friendly, in good physical condition ad in great 
glee because of their anticipated return home.

This report is dated 
July 10th, 1948 and is completed by the Inspector 
of Steam Boilers, Department of Labour. It reads 
in part as follows: 


"Install an equalizer pipe and new return water 

pipe. Boilers require a blow down tank and blow 

down valves so that boilers can be cleaned. This 
boiler must not be put into operation until the 

above work is completed and notice of such for- 

warded to this Department. These toilers should 

be replaced by a modern stoker unit." 


We have also received a tender from 
Greenfield Motors Limited, Balcarres, Saskatchewan 
for the following repairs: 


"Supply and install blow off tank and valves, all 
pipes and fittings, to renew return lines from end 
of mains to boilers and install equalizers in each 

oiler. Complete cost of labour and material 
797.60". 


Mr, Regional Supervisor Ostrander has made 
the following comments concerning these needed repairs:

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"In view of the fact that the boiler, in its present 
condition, has been condemned, it is very necessary 
that euthority be given at once to have the repairs 
completed on the boiler before the school opens, or 
as soon as possible thereafter. Mr. Booth has 
recently spoken to Graenfield Motors in connection 
with their tender, as mentioned above, The completed 
work on which they are tendering will no doubt meet 
the requirements of the boiler inspector's order. 
Mr. Greenfield is prepared to make the instellation 
at the price he quoted on July 4th, 1948." 


It is recommended that authority be given 
to accept the tender of Greenfield Motors Limited 
for the repairs required at this school, to the 
amount of $970.60.

It would 
be appreciated if efforts could be made to improve 
the roads selected to the extent required for them 
to be used by a heavy school bs. Our experiences 
with such transportation in Onterio have convinced 
us that good roeds are essential for the provision 
of adequate school bus transportation. 


I also understend thet another duy school 
would be required on this reserve near the File iiills 
colony. Would it be possible to have serrangerents 
meade for the school children at the File Mills colony 
to be admitted to the provincial seheol at Lorlie? 


To sunmerize, therefore - 


(1) File Hills Residential Sohool will be operated 
as a residential school during the 1948-49 academic 
yeer. 


(2) A thorough survey will be completed to decide 
what day school facilities can be provided to replace

(3) Before the closing of this residential school

1 ake SDS The proposal now made is that 100 acres of the 
420 shall be cleared. It appears that there is a man nearby 
who has a machine and is willing to do this work at $15.00 
per acre, which will mean in all, $1900. I understend that 
Mr. Graham and Mr. Rhodes met in conference with the ¥.M.S. 
representatives in xegina, before this request was made. so 
it is quite evident that mr. vraham approves the suggestion. 


The matter has been taken up by the Board of 
the W.M.S. and as the Society has no money to apply on this 
work ,it was decided to ask the Government Lo vote $1500 for 
the purpose. If the Department is not willing to expend 
money on land that does not belong to the Government, then 
the .M.S. will be willing to sell the 100 ecres at a very 
reasonable price. Or, they will be willing to sell the 
bm acres, if the Government would prefer to take the whole

Dear Dr. Edmison: - 
When in Toponto you asked me to locete the 100 acres 


of our land at File Hills which should be broken in order to give 
a better opportunity to carry on farming operations in connection 
with our Boarding School there, in accordance with the request, 
of J.D. McLean, Deputy and Secretary of Indian Affaire, Ottawa. 

I hed a conference with Commissioner Graham today about 
this matter. He knows the land well. He says that the 100 shoula 
be broken on the South East quarter of 22, tp.22, R.11, w 2M, or 
almost wholly so. He is of opinion that a survey should be made 

swhen the contractor is ready to begin work. A good deal of this 
land is covered with scrub and some of it heavier than other 
parts. If it is imperative that 100 acres be named, I would 
recommend that it be described as followe- Starting at the 
8.E. corner of the S.E. quarter of 32.22.11, follow along the 
southern boundary of said quarter section 100 rods, then north 
160 rods, then east 100 rods, then south 160 rods to the place 
of starting - 100 acres. vUVur present land now under cultivetion 


is in small patches of 4 am 5 acres here and there, over this 


part of our farm. These patches were fairly free of scrub 


when broken.

Re correspondence on the question of farm lands at 
File Hills I.B.S., I may state that I have gone over the files 
(W.F.M.S.) dating 1906 to 1911 and fail to find anv reference to 
the transfer of any portion of this land to the Govt. 


The files show purchase of the land by V.F.M.S. Society 
(253.35 acres) at $3 per acre - $760.05 in the year 1906. 
In addition to this S.E. 1/4 section 32 was homesteaded by Mr. Gordon 
for the use of the school. In our minutes of March 19th- 1907 this 
1/4 section was legally transferred by the Govt. to our Society. I 
have also conferred with my predecessor in office and she has no 
e of an, transfer of land made by our Society to the Govt. 
M.S. recognize that the Govt. should own the land upon which 
the new school was built in 1910 and would be willing to deal 
liberally with the Govt. as we think they should own all land 
in connection vith our Indian Schools.

"Mrs. Clark reported the correspondence from Ottawa in 
which the Department suggested that we should convey to them for 
@ nominal sum,, the S.E. 1/4 Sec. 32 in which is included the 
100 acres which it is desired should be cleared for the purposes 
of the school, and also fhe fraction of Sec. 33 on which the 
Government School building 18 erected. ‘the acreage involved in 
these two parcels is about 262 acres. In addition our Society holds 
the 3. BE. 1/4 See. 32 and the recommendation of our Executive Board 
is as follows,- 


“That we offer to sell for a nominal sum to the Department 
of tndian Affairs all the land we hold in connection with 
the File Bills 1.B.S. comprising about 413 acres, the matter 
to be considered with the Board of Irustees of the Church". 


Mrs. Clark has in the past secured valuations of this land 
and the lowest valuation was $15 per sxcre. je have to remember 
of course, that the total cost of th land to our Society was $760— 
the amount paid for the N. E. 1/4 Sec. of 32, afd the fraction 
of Sec. 33 totalling 253.35 acres at the rate of §3 per acre. The 
S. BE. 1/4 sec. of Sec. 32 was a free gift by the Government. We 
should like advice as to what should be considered a nominal sum 
and also as to what the pwocedure is in connection with taking the 
matter up with the Bard of Trustees. 


While the Government only suggests the purchase of the two 
parcels it would seem unwise on our part to retain the other 151 
acres of land, hence our suggestion thet the Vem rtment take over 
the whole property."

I have youre of July 12th re the purchase by the Government 
of the W. M. S. property at File Hills. There seems to be some 
misunderstending. ‘the facts are as follows,= 


le Our W. M. 8S. own the 8S. B. 1/4 Sec. of 32, Tp. 22, Rangell 
W.2, comprising 160 acres. You speak of this es a free gift from the 
Government. While this was referred to as a free gift by Mrs. Jones 
in her letter of May 17th, copy of which I sent you, this is a little 
misleading. This quarter section was homesteaded by a friend of our 
Principal , how Mrs.Motherwell and was later transferred to our 
Women's “i ssicnary Society with the approval o: the Govemment. 
Homestead duties were done according to lew. ‘his seems to me as a 
little different froma free gift and the W. M. S. should be entitled to 
any increase in value, es property homesteaded by any private individual. 


The other property owned by the W. i. S. is the West 
half of Sec. 33 comprising 253.35 acres for which they paid $3 per scre oF 
$760.65. irs. Clark informs me that their Sowiety through thetr 
Soticitor Dr. Hamilton Cassels, appealed to the Government at different 
times for a gree gift. This was not allowed however, and they were 
obliged to pay $3 per acre. In the judgment of the W. M. S. it is worth 
more to-day either to the church or Department. 


The N. E. 1/4 Sec. of 32, comprising 151.42 acres referred to 
in your letter of the 13th is included in this 253.35 acres. From 
this you will see that the W. M. S. own in all only 413.35. They feel 
thet they should get at least $3,000. for this property.

On the 21st. April last, your letter-Nner 

111-1-9, you granted me authority to expend %1000.00 
in clearing land at the File Hills Boarding School. 
I was unable to get this work done during the summer 
as it was most difficult to get men to do this kind 
of work, owing to the fact that it requires men with 
Some experience. I had made arrangements to have the 
work done by a certain party in July, but he failed me, 
and when harvesting operations came on it was impossible 
to get men unless we paid them $7.00 or $8.00 a day, 
which I did not think it wise to do. I was hoping to 
get some of the heavier scrub out this winter, but the 
snow has been very deep and it would only be a waste 
of money to attempt this work. 


I write to let you know that this #1000.00 
ill be available for the current year's expenses, and 
would ask you to have a similar amount placed at my 
disposal next Spring. 


I was not able to get as much sorubbing done 
at the Gordon School in the Touchwood Agency as I should 
have liked. So far about $200.00 of the amount of 
$300.00 allowed for this work has been made use of, and 
I should be glad if I could have $100 or $150.00 additional 
\ for this purpose out of next year's appropriation,

I beg to inform the Department that John Archie 
Squatipew, aged 14 years, 4 pupil of the File Hills School, 
placed a quantity of paper and wood on the pipes at the back of 
the furnace in the school where it would have ignited if a big fire 
had been made. He also placed some paper and wood on the floor 
underneath the pipes so that the burning embers would fall and set 
fire to the paper on the floor. The Engineer discovered what had 
been done almost immediately after the boy had left the furnace 
room, and the Principal informs me that on questioning the boy he 
admitted that he was going to try and burn down the school so that 
they could get a holiday. There was really very little danger of 
this doing damage even had his plan worked out, as there is a cement 
wall and metallic ceiling add no refuse is left lying around. 
However the intent was there and Mr. Rhodes, the Principal, punished 
the boy by giving him a strapping on his hands. 


This boy is of very low mentality; as a matter of 
fact he cannot be considered normal. The Principal feels very 
strongly that he should receive further punishment and suggested 
that he be sent to the Detention Home in Regina as an example to the 
others. I have received a strong plea for leniency from the Agent, 
It appears that the aged parents of this boy are taking the matter 
very much to heart, as they feel that he is not altogether respon- 
sible, and I would be glad to have the Depertment's views in the 
matter. 


Personally, I feel that discharging him and sending 
him home would not meet the situation. In fact it might act as an 
incentive to other boys to attempt the same thing in order to 
bring about their discharge from the school. My suggestion is that 
the boy be sent to either Round Lake, Gordon's, or Elkhorn Schools 
for a month or two and then discharged if thought advisable. This
